){•• urged, Ijls listeners to give 
thought to some of the prob- 
lems f»a*ing the world today and 

, nuiuiwred among them, educa- 
tion problems, labor-manage- 
ment disputes, and the friction 
l)clwi;wi Russia and the western 
democracies. 

Dr Rynard protested a move 
towards raising university' en- 
trant*? requirements to scholar- 
ship level. Using estimated fig- 
ures for Toronto and the metro- 
politan an-a, he said (hat "of the 
medical profession, only five 
percent would be practising now 
if scholarship level had been the 
requirement of their entrance 
into medical school. Searching 
back through the last 25 years, I 
find that only one major scient- 
ist would have been able to. at- 
tend university If ho required 
scholarship academic standing In 
otder to enter university. 

"Are we destroying the chances 
for university trained students 
in large numbers by too high en- 
trance requirements?" he 'asked. 
He spoke of a scholarship winner 
of his acquaintance who was 
kept so busy during her school 
year maintaining her high level 
of school work that she had no 
time to attend church. "How 
th of vision which is necessary 
van you give students the bread- 
if you keep them so busy at' their 
liooks they have no time for 
other pursuits?" he asked. "It is 
high time the provincial govern- 
ment stepped In and acted where 
the universities v/ere concerned. 
If present standards eliminate to 
many of our potential university 
graduates, what will happen in 
Ihe future?" " 

Dr. Rynard referred to migra- 
tion of trained people from 
Canada to the United States. "I 
was quoted a figure of -25,000, 
young people who crossed the 
border each year," he said. "Of 
that figure, it was estimated that 
•50 percent of them were univers- 
ity graduates. When you figure 
tlie cost of educating these 
young people, that migration 
represents an export of easily 
$25,000,000 worth of talent." 

He urged immigration to' Can- 
ada as the answer. "If v/e had a 
population of 40,000,000. we 
could kpep more of these young 
people home," Dr. Rynard con- 
tinued. "The need for a larger 
population is particularly evi- 
dent in western Canada. There 
>s still room for a half million 

more farmers in the Peace River 
district. 

Forty million people in Can- 
ada would quarter the per capita 
debt, he claimed. "At the pres- 
ent Umo, 35 percent of .every 
noljar in Canada comes from the 
«epori trade. Yet, consider 
raese figures; Canada is 32nd in 
*Re of population in the world; 
«flh producing nation in the 
world; and second most sparsely 
Populated country. 
- "Canada is dependent on the 
export market and we have a 
very 5hmi time in winch to get 
W .hare of export trade. Yet, 
how can we if labor and man- 
■'gemc.v. are constantly fighting, 
there is no excuse for that

After all, the voters ace not willfully electing a l 
man to public office simply to sit at the head 
table at a public function. Nor can the voters 
imagine an office-holder acting in anything but 
the best interests of his community, or at least, 
the best interests of the community as he con- 
ceives them. H a promise to work faithfully in 
the best interests of the community is all that 
a candidate can offer, his contribution is no more 
than is expected of him as a matter of course. 

What the public wants to know is whether or 
not a candidate has any ideas about improving 
the community. The public wants to. know how 
the candidate stands on important local ques- 
tions. In other words, the public wonts a defin- 
ite statement of policy so that, they can determine 
whether or not such a candidate would actually 
be working in the best interests of his commun- 
ity. For it is the public which is the final judge 
of the best interests of the community, not the 
candidate. 

The chronic complaint these days is that the 
public doesn't take much interest in public af- 
fairs. We have echoed the complaint from these 
columns with what, we fear, must be monotonous 
regularity. It is quite true that interest in public 
affairs has waned to the point of indifference, 
but we wonder how much of this is the result of 
a general secrecy on the part of candidates in 
regard to their beliefs and policies. Candidates 
are not very interesting when all they have to 
offer are promises to work faithfully in the best 
interests of the community. 

All candidates have in the news columns of 
The Era and Express an effective medium 
through which to address their platforms and 
policies to the public. We will print election 
platforms if the candidates v/ill oblige us by let- 
ling us know either through letters or by inter- 
view just what they are. But until candidates 
get away from this habit of offering only the 
minimum of what is expected of them, we doubt 
if Oicrc will be much public interest in public 
affairs.

DOES U.S.A. WANT 
FREER TRADE? 

(The 'Financial Post) 

. American observers have been complaining 
that Canada, the United Kingdom and others 
seem to question the United States conversion to 
freer world trade. They are disappointed in the 
lack of enthusiasm which greeted their offers be- 
fore the trade conference in London and ot our 
reluctance to jettison Empire Preferences for a 
new and wider deal. Friendly critics of the 
American plan for getting world trade moving 
arc said to refuse "to focus their minds on the 
present but to insist on talking to the U.S. as 
though we (the U.S.) still had the mentality of 
1930." 

Canada, with a much greater stake in world 
trade than the United States or almost any other 
country, will certainly hope that the American 
tariff "mentality of 1930" has disappeared. But 
until there has been some very tangible evidence 
of this change we can hardly he blamed for be- 
ing cautious. 

On more than one occasion in the last half 
century our whole economy has been disrupted 
by sudden and staggering jumps in the U.S. 
tariff. The McKinley, Fordney-McCumber and 
Hawlcy-Smoot tariffs are all remembered in this 
country as measures which brought'ruin to a for- 
merly highly prosperous trade. 

With the party responsible for those levies now 
in control of both the U.S. Congress and Senate, 
Canadians will keep their fingers crossed until 
they are convinced this American conversion is 
going to stick. They will want to be very sure 
that the United States is just as willing to import 
as it is export, because successful trade is a two- 
way business. 

Through painful necessity Canada has develop- 
ed alternative outlets to the great natural market 
south of our border. We have developed special 
exports for Britain and the rest of the Empire 
and this policy has saved many of our industries 
when Washington slammed the doors. ■' 

We should prefer to do full business with both 
customers. . In many lines v/e have both capacity 
and production to do such business: Before sur- 
rendering our advantages in one quarter, how- 
ever,* we want to make sure that the other door 
is going to be permanently opened. 

Fifty percent tariff cuts, the limit under the 
special power granted the American president, 
won't do much to stimulate trade where the duty 
is already fantastically* prohibitive. And cuts 
without tf complete change of heart in U.S. tariff 
administration will be meaningless.' There are 
other and more effective ways to check the flow 
of goods. 

Ordinal y red tape Works pretty well in keep- 
ing out imports and there are such things as 
Special cost appraisals, quarantines .and inspec- 
lions. 'J'he invisible as well as visible prohibitive 
tariffs must go if we ore all sincere in the widen- 
ing of world trade.

said Magistrate W. E. Mcliveen 
as he remanded James and John 
Brydon in magistrate's court last 
week. James was charged with 
assaulting Nicholas Poo hack, 
while brother John was charged 
with assaulting Pooh ack and 
Blmer Parsons, both ministers of 
the Jehovah Witnesses sect. , 

Poohack, whose home is in 
Toronto, testified that on Sun- 
day, Sept. 15, he and his friends 
had been calling at the homes 
along the Schombcrg road, tell- 
ing of a Bible meeting to be held 
at the town hall that evening. 
One of the group, Elmer Parsons, 
called at the home of John Bry- 
don. who began to use force to 
eject Parsons from the premises, 
he said. When he went to Par- 
sons' aid, he said, Jirn Brydon 
went after him. Poohack said 
that he began to run but when 
he saw that Jim Brydon was 
overtaking him he stopped and 
confronted him. Brydon was 
startled, he said,' and did not do 
anything, so Poohack motioned 
to his friends in the car, and 
they drove between the pair. 
Just as they were doing so, Bry- 
don threw a stone at him, Poo- 
hack said, but the stone did not 
hit him. 

Gus Killer, Toronto, testified 
that he had gone in to call on 
families in the area along with 
Parsons and Poohack. He said 
lhat Bill Wyatt had gone in to 
see James Brydon and that Bry- 
don had started to push Wyatt. 
Then he turned on Poohack and 
started, to chase , him, according 
to Miller. When the others went 
to pick Poohack up in the car, 
Brydon threw a stone at him. 

Elmer Parsons corroborated 
the evidence of the previous wit- 
nesses. 

James Brydon testified that he 
had never seen Poohack before, 
but admitted that he had "usher- 
ed one of the group" off his 
property. He said that the one 
who had called on him was not 
among the group who had testi- 
fied. 'The one I. saw told my 
wife to shut up and called me 
ignorant," he said. "I assisted 
him off my property. I never 
went onto the public thorough- 
fore, nor did I ever pick up a 
stone," he said. 

Testifying against John Bry- 
don, Poohack said that he had 
seen John shoving Parsons and 
trying to trip him. He said that 
when he went to Parsons' assist- 
ance, "he called me a foreigner 
and came after me. He struck 
me once on the shoulder, so I 
turned around and struck him on 
the chest. He kept wielding his 
fists and I kept retreating. He 
called me a yellow coward." 

Hitler and Wyatt corroborated 
Poohack's evidence. Elmer Par- 
sons testified that when he got 
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corroborated this story. "After- 
wards John threw n stono 
through the ear Svlndow and it 
struck Elmer on the leg," he 
oald. . 

John Brydon tc5UIjetI>that he 
hod never gone onto the road or 
near the car. Gertrude Brydon, 
his mother, corroborated hb 
story. 

S. J. Kelner, prosecuting, said 
that- the Inescapable conclusion 
was that an assault* did take 
place, and that the question of 
whose property they were on at 
the time had nothing to do with 
the question. \ 

Magistrate Mcllvccn said that 
if was really a question of .whose 
word he was going to believe, 
and said that the story as told 
by the Brydon3 sounded most 
plausible, He remanded the 
pair for one week pending judg- 
ment. 
t Robert Sherwood was remand- 
eel one week for a mental exam- 
ination when he was charged 
with' threatening to shdot several 
officials of Georgina township. 
He v/as also charged with un- 
lawfully wounding two horses, 
the property of Fred Uyc. 

Joseph Walsh was convicted of 
disorderly conduct in Holland 
Lartding, after he had pleaded 
guilty to vagrancy. Chief Con- 
stable Ronald Watt testified that 
there v/as shooting going on in 
the main street of Holland Land- 
ing on July ID. He said that he 
had found the accused in bed 
with a loaded rifle beside him, 
that the man had been under the 

influence' of liquor, ,'tnd that he 
had admitted firing tv/o shots 
"Into the open." 

"Accused said he had lost $300 
during the evening which he 
thought one of his companions 
had stolen," Chief V/att said. 

"He said that when he found 
the money missing he went and 
got the gun, and fired the shots 
in an attempt to scare the thief 
out into the open." 

"This is not a case of vagrancy 
within the definition of the 'term. 
Actually it is more a case of dis- 
turbing the peace," Magistrate 
Mcllvccn said. "However, it is a 
dangerous proposition for any 
man to go around firing guns in 
the main street. The $300 that 
the man lost was enough of a 
penalty, but the gun will be con- 
fiscated."

"If you were to cut out exhor- 
bitant pro/its and paid agitators, 
you would do away with a lot 
of the disputes. If the acts of 
parliament were enforced, there 
would be very little cause for 
strike. There shouldn't be any 
need for picket lines. Either a 
strike is legal or it isn't. 

"Strikes are-no longer a mat- 
ter of local interest. They vital- 
ly affect the whole country, and 
with it, the chances for holding 
on to the export trade. The only 
reason workmen have to strike 
is when the company is unfair 
to them. If that is the case, the 
government should step in." 

Service clubs are becoming too 
big to merely be concerned with 
immediate community interests, 
particularly so when the con- 
dition of the whole country so 
effects the community, Dr. Hy- 
nard contended. "V/e should 
take a more active interest in 
provincial, federal and inter- 
national affairs. Do we send our 
ideas elsewhere?" he asked. "Do 
we lend our support, our ideas, 
to the government?" 

Dr. Rynird said that members 
of service clubs were looked 
upon as examples to be followed 
by young people in their com- 
munity., "What sort of an 
example are you setting, what 
kind of a builder are you?" he 
asked. 

Referring to the work of the 
service clubs, Dr. Rynard said 
they ranked next to the church 
''but that service clubs had not 
yet t cached the level they could 
attain." In Cantda, he said, 
there waj* a total of 231 I.ions 
cluhs with a membership of 11,- 
C53.
